Descviptioa of BoiiWs Elliptical Moulding Attachment, 

This AttachLQeiit is calculated for sticking elliptical or clix-ular mouldings on any 
radius, or when moulding elliptical circles to work on a changing radius, on the face 
of the liiuiber, such as are used in finishing arches, window and door heads, archi- 
traves, etc., etc.

7 to 10 feet in the rear of the machine, and connected l>v a tlirec-inch hclt (quarter twist) 
from the long pulley on the spindle of the machine to the larger pulley ou the counter- 
shaft. There are one tight and four loose pulleys on the counter-shaft, as shown in the 
cuts, by which the power is communicated from the line-shaft. It will be observed 
that t-\vo belts are used for this communication, one of M'liich is crossed, the other 
straight, either of which drive the machine when i-uu on the tight pulley. One drives 
the machine to the riglit, the other to the left, as may ho desired. One sldfter only is 
required to move both belts at the same time. 

Constviu'fion. 

■ 

The lower end of the mahi sjiindle runs uiion a tempered steel scrc-\v. The i^n^ 
of the spindle is also tempered, and is made tapering, and fitted to a brass bush, which 
is set hi the lower box a little above the end of the spindle, thus forming an oil box, 
or chamber, at the extreme end of the spindle, where the two steel pohits come together. 
The oil passes directly to the chamber through a tube on the outside. The object of 
the taper fit of spiudle and brass box is to prevent side or lateral motion from wear of 
the parts. Whenever such motion occurs the box should be raised by loosening the 
set bolts bv which it is held on to the slide, Avhieh will allow the box to be raised uu- 
til there is no lateral motion. It may be necessary to lower tlie set screw as much as 
the box is raised* This necessity can be ascertained by observing the adjustment of 
the spindle endwise. The construction of this part of the machine is such that the 
step may always be kept in perfect order. - 

llenHived 3Totion. 

The pulleys on counter-shaft are 7 inches in diameter, aud should make 76o rev- 
olutions per minute. It Is necessary, of course, that the machine should be set square 
with the counter-shaft and line-shaft ; should set level ; aud when first started sliould' 
be well oiled. Special attention should be paid to the loose pulleys. The pulley on 
the line shaft should have 17^ inches face.

Directions for Carving and Paneling^ 

In arranging the machine for paneling on the surface, or cutting designs in the 
solid wood, it is first necessary to prepare a form or template of the work to be exe- 




cuted. It- is made by simply sawing out the desired shape or figure from a straight, 
common board, as shown above, and according to the follo^nng rules: 

As the center of the guide-point is in line with the center of the cutter which 
makes the groove, it is necessary to make the pattern, or opening, when used concen- 
trically (or the inside) three-eighths of an inch (which is one-half the diameter of the 
guide-point) larger than the center of the groove all around. 

When the outer edge of the pattern is moved against the guide-point, the pattern 
should be three-eighths of an inch smaller than the center of the groove, for the rea- 
son that three-eighths of an inch, being half the diameter of the point, an allowance 
made for the same in the form will insure the work beinof done according to the desiern 



without irresrularities. 




Directions for Setting up and Operating the Machine as a 

Shaper or Friezer, 

When it is desired to use this machine for Shaping or Friezing, it is only neces- 
sary to place the long or stem chuck on the main spindle of the machine, which is se- 
cured by set-screws on the flat spat on one side of the spindle. The cutter is then 
slipped on the chuck. Rings, or loose collars, are provided on the chuck, so that the 
cutters may be given any position in regard to height on the chuck by placing the 
collars above or below the cutter. The whole are secured by the nut at the end of the 
chuck. The cutters are made of solid steel, turned the desired mould; cut either 
way, and are shai-pened on the inner or flat side ; the outer or moulded side should 
never be changed. 

The machine, as shown in Fig. 2, (p. 4) is arranged for paneling and cutting de- 
signs on the surface. The small chuck Mis placed on the spindle, and a penetrating^ cutr 
ter, like Xo. 64, is inserted in the chuck. The guide-head C is adjustable, up or do^-n, 
to the work by means of scrcAv and hand wiieel at K The cutter is adjusted by the 
screw rod PI, to come as far above the top of the table as desired to penetrate the 
work, then by pressing the foot on the foot-latch X, the spindle is let down, carrying 
the cutter below the top of the table out of the way. The work, with the pattern at^ 
tached on the back, is placed face downward on the table, the guide-point A is then

lowered by means of the screw at N imtil it enters the pattern, and the pressure plate 
O comes m contact with it. A sufficient amount of pressure is brought to bear,to 
enable the operator to hold the work firmly in position. Motion being given to the 
spindle D, the operator then presses his foot upon the lever F, which brings the cutter 
up into the work, as far as previously adjusted, when the foot-latch X flies into the 
catch as the right elevation is attained, and holds it there. The pattern is then moved 
around against the guide-point A, until the work is complete. 

The cutter being moulded, the work is finished when it leaves the machine, and 
as cutters for this work are made with double cutting edges, and will work equally 
■well when revolving in either direction, the cutting can always be done with the grain 
of the wood. 

Should it be necessary to elaborate the work, as shown in some of our cuts, it is 
only necessary to use siiccessive forms, or pattei-ns of different designs, on the same 
panel. Each design can be cut with a different style of cutter and at a different depth, 
prodxicing styles of work limited only by the skill and taste of the operator. The 
largest circumference and greatest depth should be out first, the next largest circum- 
ference and depth should succeed, and so on as far as desired. 

For Moulding ScroU or Fret Work. 

« 

Fig. 3, page 8, illustrates the machine as arranged for Moulding Brackets, Scroll 
or Fret Work, Inlaying Brushes, Engraving, Routing, Grounding, and for doing fine 
moulding of eveiy description. This arrangement consists of a spindle head P, placed 
on the arm as shown, and driven by the belt passing from the counter-shaft over the 
friction pulleys T, on to the pulley on small spindle. It is only necessary, when ar- 
ranging the machine for this work, to take oflF the belt from the large pulley and put 
on a light belt running to the top spindle. The spindle is moved up or down by 
means of a pin inserted in the brass box, and working in a cam slot in the head. The 
handle attached to the box is brought around, causing the pin to move up in the slot 
carrying wuth it the spindle. This arrangement is especially convenient in mouldinfr 
scroll work, as it enables the operator to get at the inside openings. After the work 
is in position, the cutter is lowered into the opening by the same means that it is raised. 
When the work is finished the spindle i^ again raised, and another opening is brought 
into position, and so on until tlie work is finished, all of Avhich is done without stop- 
ping the motion of the machine. The cutters are made with a guide-point, which can 
be vei7 mucli reduced in size, and will follow the smallest opening of a scroll-saw. No 
forms or patterns are necessary. The small table V, shown as setting on the machine 
in Fig. 3, is adjustable up and down as may be necessary to accommodate the different 
thicknesses of stuff to be worked. By this arrangement stuff may be worked from 
3-16 to 2 inches in thickness. The same cutters can be used on the lower spindle if 
thick stuff is to be worked. 

To Do Inlaying. 

A thin form or pattern is used of the desired shape, afiixed to the work. A small 
router, having a shank of equal size, is used as a bearing or guide for the patteni, which 
being on the top of the work, the cutter is let down through the pattern into the work 
the desired depth. 
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Dii^ections for Setting and Wmkintj the Bovetuiling Attachment. 

Sec Fig. 4, page 10. The bed-plate elaini^s on tlie left hand side of the top of the 
machine, and is placed (by set-.'^erew on the unik-r ^.ide) so that the cutter B will enter 
equi-distant between the fingers C of tlje carriage an it i^^ move.l up. Adjustable stops 
are placed on thi^ bea-]>!ute— before and behind the slide— to regulate the stroke. A 
front and side of a (b-awer, oi' two of each, if narrow, may be eut at the same time. 
The ends J are j.laeed upon the finger.^ C, and held by lateral compression screws, or 
eccentric levert>. The frontJ> aix- placed horizontally in the bottom of the carnage, and 
held by vertical compression ^cxx-w H, or eccentric levers. Adjusters E are provided 
at each side of the carriuge to regulate the position of the himber, and give the desired 
relish. Tlie plan of the dovetailing being to make each part (pin or mortise) both at 
the same time and equal iu size (both being of the same size as tlie cutter.) lu order 
to accomplish this, the cutter nnist be set to work up into the lumber about one-half 
the length of tlto cutting edge, (that being tlie dividing line of the cutter) -nhich 
mal<es the ]>iji and mortise cijual. A slight variation of tlte cutter, up or down, 
makes the tit tight, ur loose, as desired. 

The relish niav be ix-gulated as desired liy the position (A tlie adjusters. The slip- 
pin in the adjusters can be ]-egulated to make side and front come even on the edge. 
The adjustn:ient for cutting the backs is effected by jdacing in position a drawer side, 
after havinu' been cut to matcli the front, tlie same as when cut, then place the pieces 
for the back in position, letting the edge come even with the ]o\\er corners of the out- 
side, o]' first pin on the di'awei- side, then slip the adjusting sliji-iiin to the edge of the 
back, when the machine is ready for Avork. 

The cuttinir should conimcnce when the latch is in the second notch from the end 
of the spacei-. In all cases both pai-ts M'hiclt serve to form a corner are eut at the same 
time. AVhen once adjusted, the sli])-i»iiis may be niai'ked so as to readily set the ma- 
chine for cutting either fronts or backs, M'ith the corresponding sides, Lu a few momeuts. 

With right hand on le\ cr A, and left hand on hand wheel .G, tlie operator has 
control of carriage. AVith riglit liaiid move it forward, and with the left baud move it 
laterally. As the carriage moves backward, the dog M lifts the latch F long enough 
to allow the carriage to pass, when it drops and catches into the next notch and holds 
it until another pin and mortise are cut.
